At thidday on the 24th May , 1960 a message about a fire 
at Aukers Lane, Manjakuppam , Cuddalore , was received at the 
Cuddalore Fire Station . Sub - Officer Chinnadurai Rangaraj 
who was in charge of the Station immediately rushed his fire 
Gghting units to the scene of the fire. After giving the neces 
sary instruction to his crews for setting up the pumps and 
hosco , he took a fire rakc and went up to the burning building 
to pull down the thatched roof which was alight on top 
and 50 prevent the fire from spreading. While he was per . 
forming this hazardous task the caves of the roof suddenly 
collapsed and knocked him into a burning room , trapping 
him in the heart of the blaze , Despite desperate cfforts made 
by the other firemen he could not be rescued allve . 

Sub - Officer Chinnadurai Rangaraj displayed conspicuous 
courage and leadership and great devotion to duty, in the 
performance of which he laid down his life ,

On the cvening of thc 18th February , 1958 . Information 
was received that the gang of notorious dacoit Rangai kewat 
would commit a lacoity in village Abhaipur in P , C , Atraulia . 
Sri Badri Nath Khare , Officiating Circle Inspectur , collected 
all the available police and set out for Abhaipur. At about 
22 .30 hours when the police party was approaching the 
village they were challenged and soon after. Sri Khare was 
fircd at but thc bullet missed him narrowly . Kcalising the 
danger of their position , Sri Khart immediately deployed his 
men bchind a mend . The dacoits continued firing on the 
police party who returned the fire under the direction of Sri 
Khare , killing the leader of the gang , Rangai Kcwat. Another 
daçoit, Clienath Singh , who was severely injured , then made 
& desperate bid to escape, firing at Srl Khare from close 
range . Shri Khare had, however, with great presence of mind , 
dropped to one side and so escaped being shot. He then 
grappled with the dacoit and over - powered him . Another 
dacolt , Desai Kewat , was also arrested on the spot. One DBBL 
gun , two pistols, and 35 rounds of live ammunition were 
recovered from the dacoits, 

In this successful encounter , Shri Badri Nath Khare dis 
played great Initiative, Icadership and devotion to duty in 
utter disregard of his personal safety .

. Some time ago , the Government of India had appointed 
an Expert Committee on Cooperative Credit and a Working 
Group on Cooperative Farming . Their reports have been of 
considerable agglstance in arriving at a clear direction in 
which the work should proceed in the Third Plan in respect 
of credit and farming . Steps are also being taken by the 
National Cooperative Development and Warchousing Board to 
set up special teams to study the pattern of organisation and 
other problems connected with cooperative processing and 
consumer cooperatives. These reports, taken together , will 
provide an effective starting point for the Third Five Year 
Plan . But the programme and targets , thus being letermin 
ed , have to be supportel by guitable programme of training 
and education .
